Treasury Urges Doubling Of Most People’s Individual 


Income Levy, Higher Taxes For Corporations; 
‘ 


Would Fill Roosevelt Plea For 27 Billion

WASHINGTON, March 3—A $9,610,000,000 war tax pro­ 
gram “ to be felt in every American home” was laid before 
congress and the nation today by Secretary of Treasury Mor­ 
genthau. 
“ The new taxes will be severe and their impact will be 
felt in every American home,” the treasury chief told the 
house ways and means committee. “ War is never cheap, but 
. . . it is a million times cheaper to win than to lose.’’ 
The additional taxes which he has proposed will, by them­ 
selves, be greater than those ever collected by the federal govt 
ernment in a single year prior to 1941. 
Morgenthau asked doubling of most people’* individual income 
tax, with rates so stiff th at a single man with a $2,000 salary would 
pay $230 tax and if he made $1,000,000 would be allowed to keep about 
$100,000. P art of the tax probably would be deducted from paychecks. 
Would Fulfill Roosevelt’s Request 
He also recommended higher taxes on corporations, plugging of 
so-called loopholes, new and higher excise taxes on IS items such as 
soda pop and cigarets, stiffer estate and gift taxes, plus $2,000,000,000 
im additional social security taxes to be specified later. 
Together w ith existing federal taxes, the secretary said, this pro- 
m em would fulfill President Roosevelt’s budget request for $27,IKM),- 
090,000 of taxes ta the coming fiscal year, beginning July I.

ABBINGTON, March 3- -You’ll 
be finding part of your federal 
income tax deducted from your 
paycheck by your employer pret­ 
ty soon, if congress approves ‘a 
suggestion made today by Seers 
tary of Treasury Morgenthau. 
The treasury head 
said 
such 
“collection at the source” probably 
would be necessary for the "con 
venienee” of the taxpayer and also 
to stop bim from spending his 
money in some inflationary way 
before tax time rolls around. The 
secretary asked congress to give 
him the authority to start the plan 
whenever 
he 
thought necessary 
and in any amount up to IO per­ 
cent of a paycheck after allowance 
of credits for dependents. 
Here's how It would work at 
the IO percent rate: 
SALARIES AND WAGES—Any 
employer paying more than $16 
a week to a single person or more 
than $32 a week to a m arried per­ 
son would check off IO percent 
of any wages in excess of those 
amounts and send the money to 
the treasury every month. If the 
employe had children or other de­ 
pendents. an additional $8.60 a 
week would be exempt from the 
.deduction 
for 
each 
dependent. 
Thus a married man with two chil­ 
dren, earning $50 a week, woald 
have an exemption of $32 plus $17, 
or $49. and his employer would 
deduct only IO percent of the re­ 
maining one dollar of his salary,

He explained that the $1,000,000.- 
000 deduction was necessary in his 
estim ates because in many cases 
an increase in one tax may reduce 
the revenue from another. For in­ 
stance, the more taxes paid by 
corporations, 
the 
less dividends 
will be received 
by individuals, 
cutting individual tax estim ates. 
Morgenthau said the money is 
needed not only to pay for war 
m aterials, but also to check infla­ 
tion and “we, therefore, should 
tax so as to withdraw the great­ 
est possible volume of purchasing 
power at this time, when money 
incomes are high and the quantity 
of goods for civilian use is shrink­ 
ing day by day because of the de­ 
mands of our war effort." 
General Sales Taxes Opposed 
He reiterated his opposition to 
general sales taxes. 
"The cost of this war will have 
to he borne by everyone,” he as­ 
serted. “It VHI be borne willingly 
’and cheerfully lf the principle of 
ability to pay Is followed.” 
Most 6f 
his recommendations 
merely Increased tax rates without 
disturbing the ordinary methods 
of computing taxes. For instance, 
the secretary specifically asked re­ 
tention of the present $750 income 
tax exemption for single persons 
and $1,500 for m arried persons, 
with $400 additional credits for 
dependents.

credit and, renewing a proposal 
beaten by congress last year, urged 
that m arried couples be required 
to file Joint returns. 
Under thia plan, the first dollar 
of a person's taxable income would 
be taxed at the rate of 16 percent, 
instead of the present minimum 
rate of $ percent. Tax rates would 
increase rapidly until a maximum 
rate of 00 percent would apply to 
income in excess of $5,000,000. The 
present maximum is 81 percent. 
Over all, the increase in income 
taxes would average 60 percent,

Bombs Fall Near Alrdroma 
Most of the bombs showered on 
Bandoeng fell in the vicinity of 
the airdrome and the Japanese evi­ 
dently are trying to immobilize 
one by one the places from which 
spring the United Nations’ air of 
Tensive against their invaeion. 
The raiders came over in fighter

WASHINGTON, March 3 — The navy today announced 
that the destroyer Jacob Jones was sunk by an enemy sub­ 
marine off Cape May, N. J. before dawn last Saturday and 
that only l l men of the destroyer’s crew survived. 
The number of those lost, including the commanding offi­ 
cer, Lieut. Commander H. D. Black of Oradell, N. J., was not 
given but was far more than IOO since the normal wartime 
complement of the old destroyer was around J45 officers and 
men. 
Two torpedoes hit the Jacob Jones. The first one blaw up the 
bow and apparently killed all personnel on the bridge as well as 
men sleeping in the forward living quarters of the ship- The second 
torpedo blew up the stem and all the depth charges. 
The l l survivors consisted of nine enlisted attn from the engine 
room and two apprentice teamen. 
Of the ll, only one man was outside the amidships section when 
the stern was blown up. That one was in the after engine room.

slowly

surely will gain scope and power 
as we gain strength through tbs 
production of aircraft, ships and 
guns. 
“Currently, therefore, the United 
States fleets are carrying on with 
the baste idea to ‘do more than 
your best with what you’ve got.’ 
This means to take and 
make 
every opportunity to harass and 
damage the enemy, while build­ 
ing soundly for his ultimate de­ 
feat.” 
Once communications have been 
established and assured, it was 
pointed out, the army can proceed 
with what Gen. Marshall called 
“the business of carrying th* war 
• to the enemy.”

1941, a mean of 
24.5 was recorded with a high of 
55 and & low of 6 below zero. 
The 49-year record shows Febru 
ary, 1934, as the coldest with a 
mean temperature of 
16.2 and 
February, 1938. the warmest with 
an average temperature of 35.7. 
Precipitation for the month to­ 
taled 2.69 inches, with the great­ 
est amount falling in one day, re­ 
corded at 0.94 inch on the fifth of 
the month. .February, 1941. wa* the 
driest in 49 years, only 0.69 inches 
of rain falling. The station recofd- 
ed February, 1914. as being the 
wettest with 4.78 inches recorded. 
Snowfall for the month totaled 
2.5 inches with half an Inch on 
the ground as the month ended. 
With 15.6 Inches, February, 1914, 
had the heaviest snowfall of the 
period. 
Wheat fields have shown the ef­ 
fect of the extreme cold spell at 
the last of the month, said Mr. 
Copeland, adding that the moisture 
situation was good all month. 
To date, the year is short in 
temperature and 0.98 Inch in pre­ 
cipitation. Snowfall for the year is 
only 7.8 inches. 
No forecast may be made for 
March, due to military secrecy, 
said Mr. Copeland.

LISBON, March 3 — George H. 
Rogers, chairman of the Colum 
biana county AAA committee, said 
today permitted potato acreages 
are being determined for the 1942 
crop year for farmers who have 
not produced more than 3.0 acres 
of potatoes for sale in any of the 
years 1939, 1940 and 1941 and who 
will produce more than 3.0 acres 
for sale in 1942. 
While potato payments will not 
be made to the permitted acreages 
in the 1942 program, Mr. Rogers 
explains 
that any farmer 
who 
wishes to grow more than 3.0 
acres In 1942 had better contact 
the county committee in writing 
on or before March 14, asking for 
permitted acreage for the amount 
they wish to grow. 
There is strong pressure bsipg 
brought on congress to enact a po­ 
tato quota law similar to the wheat 
quota law of 1941. In that case, 
anyone growing more than 3.0 
acres and not having a permitted 
acreage would be compelled to pay 
an excess penalty. 
It is also announced that these 
permitted acres set up for 1942 
will become allotments in future 
programs and will then draw pay­ 
ments if the potato program is 
continued.

Nazis May Try To Choke Off 


U.S. Supplies To Britain

LONDON, March 3—The Ger­ 
mans have marked Iceland, Da' 
kar, Casablanca and the Canary 
islands for spring conquest to 
choke off American supplies flow 
tug to the embattled British Isles, 
an authoritative source said today. 
The 
heaviest blow would be 
aimed at Iceland, largely garrison 
ed by United States troops. 
Nazi occupation of Dakar would 
be Just "an announcement that ‘we 
are here and what are you going 
to do about It,” * he predicted. Da­ 
kar and Casablanca are controlled 
by Vichy France and the Canaries 
are owned by Spain. 
Reports of a 
German 
battle 
squadron and a train of transports 
gathering in Norway were called 
an indication that the Germans 
are preparing a thrust at Iceland 
which guards the North Atlantic 
approaches to Europe. 
Iceland would give the Germans 
rich strategical reward and be 
valuable to the current propaganda 
theme 
belittling 
the 
U n i t e d 
States’ war effort. 
The 35,000-ton battleship TIrpits, 
pocket battleships, heavy cruisers 
and the carrier Graf Zeppelin 
would be a formidable force to 
protect an Invasion convoy. This 
force, coupled with large bomber 
support, would allow the Germans 
to attack with a relatively small 
force of perhaps only three divi­ 
sions, the informant said. 
‘Three first-line divisions, one 
of them 
air-borne, 
would

about do the job lf the Allied 
fighter defense was insufficient,'* 
he declared.

America’s Present Constitutional System Called 


Dangerously Inflexible; British Way Is Praised 
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Labor Wins A Decision^) 
rpHJE hom e of representatives, following th* advice 
4A of the White Home the war labor hoard and 
Vinton labor leader*, bae decided not to do anything 
about the 40-hour week. Th!* ie said to be a great 
Victory for American labor. A lot of Americana are 
•wondering. 
'% They ara willing to admit that everything said 
'^gainst the proposal to abrogate the 40-hour, eight- 
hour day, overtime bonnaee and other advantages 
which labor has won la true. It was a blow aimed 
bt organised labor. Perbapa it wag proposed in bad 
• faith- Perhaps it wag meant to be a bad thing for 
^organised labor. 
Bat not aU the bad thing! for organized labor 
1 Are being done by lte enemies. Some of the worst 
;4hingl are being done by it friends, Including one 
^higb-plaeed friend, who recently 
hae 
lambasted 
barmens for doing what he condones on the part of 
tfabor; namely, for trying “to git a-plenty while the 
‘gitttag’s good.” 
Z Either President Hooeevelt believes this war de- 
-mand* equitable sacrifices, or ha doesn’t. He can’t 
ballate both. 
v'- Neither can labor leaders. It is not enough for 
;them to alap down ail hostile propoaals made by 
•their dittos; they need to be given an occasional 
‘‘thought to what might be called the exigencies of 
. (their .peculiar situation, which, translated, means 
" th# spot they’re on. It’s the spot that 130,OOO,Oho 
• Americana are on—rich men, poor men, smart ones, 
'dumb ones, employers, managers, professional men, 
laboring men and everybody else. All of them must 
;«ave their skins in what very plainly is a war to the 
.death between people who don't care two whoops 
about anybody’s right to do anything and people 
• who claim that life without certain guaranteed 
rights is intolerable. 
The people who don’t care two whoops are betting 
•khat they eau exploit the slave workers of their 
pwn and conquered countries hard enough and fast 
B 
ough to win the war before the free workers of 
» United States and Great Britain can decide to 
‘eave their own skins. They made the same bet 
--when they went to work on France, and they won 
it hands down. They are confident that they are 
jgohig to wig it again. They have nothing but con­ 
tem pt for the idea that people who believe in ma- 
jjorlty rule and democracy can make decisions intel- 
-llgantly enough to save themselves in an all-out 
‘battle for survival. The various minorities, they 
fclaim, will be so busy fighting one another they’ll 
all get caught off base by the big, bad wolf. 
;* It’s a question, ladies and gentlemen-—the biggest 
•question there is. History and the fate of genera­ 
tion s of human beings yet unborn will turn on the 
^answer. That is why all the leaders of this represen- 
'U tiv# democracy, Including the labor leaders who 
Represent the mighty minority of organised labor, 
need to be something a lot bigger than they ever 
needed to be in ordinary times. They need to be 
eUtesmen, not two-bit politicians. 
A statesman differs from a ward heeler in hts 
ability to figure all the angles correctly—the future 
ease as well as the present ones. He never makes 
the mistake of cutting off hts nose to spite his 
face, or sawing off the limb he’s standing on, or 
forgetting there will he a day after tomorrow. A 
statesman does w hat needs to be done to make 
things come out hest in the long run. America has 
a crying need for statesm en right now. 
There Is special need for a few in organized labor— 
men who would be too smart to let organized labor 
Ale trapped Into blind defense In wartime of a de­ 
pression law passed to punish employers who didn t 
spread the work. The people being punished by tbat 
law now are taxpayers, having to stand the extra 
cost of overtim e for work past the legal maximum 
of 40 hours a week—and taxpayers in milllous of 
cases, of course, are the workmen, themselves. 
All signs indicate tbat the 40-hour week is going 
to be saved. Everybody who wields influence ha* 
rallied to its defense—the President, the labor lead­ 
ers, the m ajority leaders and most of the bell­ 
wethers of the minority. If they could only be half 
as confident about saving the United States ot 
America as they now are about saving the 40-hour 
week, there’d be pie In the sky and the More Abun­ 
dant Life would be standard equipment with every 
new-born babe. 
But it’s hard to feel cheerful about the prospects 
of coming out ahead on a proposition where every­ 
body seem s intent on getting bis and letting the 
devil take the hindmost. T hat’s what the devil Is 
counting on.

HILE most Americans are tak­ 
ing the attitude th at W inston 
Churchill is at least as secure in 
his 
position 
of 
leadership 
aa 
Franklin D. Roosevelt, the legal 
realities make an entirely differ 
ent picture. 
The prime 
m inister 
of G reat 
Britain bold* his position a t the 
pleasure of the house of commons. 
Challenged, he must do one of 
two things—according to unw rit­ 
ten law, because the B ritish have 
no formal constitution. 
E ither he m ust resign and let 
someone else form a new cabinet, 
or governm ent; or he m ust call a 
general election to see w hether the 
voters will or will not elect a new 
house of commons th at will give 
him its support. 
British prime m inisters on the 
horns of this dilemm a frequently 
retain support in the house of 
commons by shuffling their cabi­ 
nets, which ie w hat Mr. Churchill 
has been d o in g .. If he falls to 
satisfy the members by ousting 
officials In whom they have lost 
confldsnce, 
ultim ately 
they 
will 
signify to Mr. Cbunchlll th at they 
have lost confidence In him. T hat 
la the parliam entary system . 
It has happened many times be­ 
fore and will happen many tim es 
again, In 1915, Mr. Churchill him­ 
self was the cause of a reshuffling 
to save the cabinet of H erbert H. 
Asquith, em barrassed by the for 
m er’* failure to win success as 
first lord of the adm iralty In the 
campaign against the Dardanelles 
and Constantinople 
Later In the sam e year Mr. As­ 
quith, himself walked the plank. 
His successor was David Lloyd 
George. Changing govenments In 
mid-stream Is an old British cus­ 
tom. 
I 
N A recent artlcla publlsted in 
the New York Times, Henry 
Hazlitt, one of the editorial w rit­ 
ers foe th at newspaper, suggests 
there may be m erit in the cus­ 
tom of the United States. Mr. Haa- 
litt, m aking “a plea for more de­ 
mocracy,” declares th at the rigid­ 
ity of th e constitutional system. 
which m akes criticism futile and 
divides 
authority 
between 
the 
executive and the legislature, holds 
possibilities of danger for Amer­ 
ica. 
The essential parts of Mr. Haz- 
lltt’s argum ent are reprinted here­ 
with as they appeared in the New 
York Time*. 
The evils of this system (de­ 
mocracy) are more patent today 
than ever before in our history. 
When there is 
a disaster like 
Pearl Harbor, alm ost the sole re­ 
sponsibility is fixed on the loaal 
commander*, who can be removed. 
But the responsibility of the ad­ 
m inistration itself for appointing 
precisely those commanders, and 
for not m erely tolerating bpt m ain­ 
tain log a system of divided au» 
thority between them, failed to re­ 
ceive the attention in the Roberts 
commission report th at It surely 
deserved. 
As long as this rigid constitu­ 
tional 
System 
lasts, 
the 
presi­ 
dential 
Incumbent Is our presi­ 
dent for better o r for worse un­ 
til the next presidential election 
day roll* round nearly three years 
hencewhile. 
Meanwhile, sharp criticism of 
the President even 
if 
factually 
justified, is felt to be not merely 
futile but possibly dangerous, be­ 
cause as long as we have this con­ 
stitutional 
rigidity there la 
the 
latent fear that such criticism may 
divide the country w ithout bring­ 
ing nearer the reforms that are 
urged. 
T 
HE sam e sense of futility and 
possible 
danger 
discourages 
sharp criticism of congress. When 
congress takes six month* to vote 
a disgracefully political prlce-oon* 
trot bill there Is no direct w^y in 
which the president can bring It 
to account, and no immediate way 


to dissolve a recalcitrant congress 
th at refuses to take vitally neces­ 
sary measures in time. 
The peo­ 
ple cannot recall Its members. It 
will be five years, indeed, before 
some of them can be held account­ 
able. 
> 
Our Constitution at the time it 
was adopted was a document far 
In advance of its age. 
Even to­ 
day there could be no nobler state 
m ent of p art of our war alma than 
one particular p a rt of th at Con' 
stitutlon, the Bill of Rights. But 
that t» r t of our Constitution which 
deals with the m ere m achinery of 
governm ent now m ust be candidly 
re-examined in the light of the 
present crisis. 
The constitution exists for the 
country, not the country for the 
Constitution. 
W e m ust not m ake 
a fetish of a rigid legal document. 
We cannot perm it ourselves to 
lose this war, or even to prolong 
Ib is war, m erely because we have 
become too hide-bound to re-exam 
toe and to change that docum ent 
We must be a t least aa ready to 
make progressive changes to gov 
em m ent ae our forefathers were 
when they fram ed th a t document. 
W hat are the alterations in our 
Constitution th at experience has 
suggested—th at 
experience 
ha* 
shown, indeed, now to ho imper 
ative? 
It Is not difficult to draw 
their main outlines. 
The govern 
m eat m ust be responsible and ac­ 
countable a t all tim es to the peo­ 
ple. 
This m eans th at the people m ust 
have potential control of their gov­ 
ernm ent a t all times, and not sim 
ply a t rigid election dates two or 
four years a p a rt The people m ust 
have 
the 
power, 
in 
short, 
to 
change their governm ent at any 
time, and lf necessary, to change 
it completely. 
r 


m ake this virtually possible, 
congress should have power 
at any tim e to vote a lack of con­ 
fidence in th e president, who then 
would have the choice of resigning 
or of dissolving congress. 
In the 
la tter case he would force every 
m em ber ef congress to go to the 
country for reelection. 
If the president won th e coun­ 
try’* verdict, he would get a con­ 
gress pledged to support him ; if 
he lost it. the new congress could 
pick a new leader Itself. 
There Is no use in trying to dis­ 
guise the fact th a t a complete 
reform of this sort would Involve 
a very extensive change in our 
whole method of governm ent. The 
present method of electing would 
be like th a t of choosing a prime 
minister. 
And the present method of elect­ 
ing congress would change. Either 
senators would have to he made 
subject to election a t any time, 
like a reformed house, w ith their 
present system of six-year overlap­ 
ping term s discontinued, or the 
powers of the senate would have 
to be curbed so th at It could not 
thw art the will of the house on 
m ajor issues. 
To insure the proper quality of 
representative# and senators, the 
present 
rigid 
requirem ent 
that 
each m ust be a resident of the 
state from which he is elected 
probably would have to be abol­ 
ished. 
Other changes of a less 
radical nature would be needed. 
One Im portant change, * corollary 
pf popular control, would be to 
perm it a recall by the voters of 
his district or state of any particu­ 
lar representative or senator. 
It Is som etim es said, perhaps 
too facilely, that the cure for the 
evils of democracy ie more demo­ 
cracy. 
Here is at least one case 
where that aphorism clearly ap­ 
plies. 
The only true democracy is one 
that allows the people to change 
their government the moment they 
find it necessary to do so—and 
above all to change it in a crisis.

Peanuts Have War Job

EW ORLEANS—Don’t let the 
elephant 
know—but peanuts 
are being groomed for a war job, 
to help make tinplate. 
Peanuts, along with cottonseed, 
are a prospective source for a sub­ 
stitute for palm oil, used to blank­ 
et molten tin to keep the air away 
while plate is made. 
Palm oil, im­ 
ported to the extent of 130.000,000 
worth annually from the E ast In­ 
dies, now Is difficult to obtain. 
A substitute for th is oil is one 
of the first Jobs of the departm ent 
of agriculture’s new southern reg­ 
ional research laboratory. The huge 
building on the shores of Lake 
Ponchartrain in New Orleans is 
one of four—the others east, north 
and west—set up by congress to 
find new uses for America's crop 
surpluses. 
The object Is not to use either 
peanut or cottonseed oil directly, 
but to im part to them by physical 
and chemical treatm ent the proper­ 
ties found naturally in oil when 
subjected to the drastic conditions 
existing In the molten tin bath. 
Several such products have been 
produced by adding hydrogen to 
cottonseed and peanut oils in such 
a way that they can withstand 
tem peratures of 450 degrees Fahren­ 
heit for long periods of time to 
the presence of molten tin and 
hot steel plate. 
Products made thus far have a 
tonger life than does imported palm 
oil and In laboratory tests they 
have given 
shiny bright tinned 
surfaces. 
The new oils are solid a t room 
tem peratures and look like lard. 
The cottonseed and peanut oil pro­ 
ducts vary from white to cream 
color.

HE appeasers of yesterday will be th e appeaser* 
of tomorrow when a long drawn out war and the 
increasing casualty lists commence making th* 
people restless. That is the thing we m ust prepare 
against now—the whine that fighting m ust *toi» 
before the victory is fully won. 
It is always so in war. Defeats frighten the faint­ 
hearted behind the lines. Taxation becomes more and 
more onerous. The inconveniences and the restric­ 
tions on comforts are Irksome. The sacrifice of 
human life demanded by war appalls those at home 
and causes them to lend willing ears to the erie# of 
the cravens, to listen eagerly to (he question, "W hy 
g o o n ? ” 
This is a form of treason for which unfortunately 
there is no prescribed punishment, b at which is 
blore dangerous than outright sabotage. It is fifth 
columning against public morale. It is apt to he 
more pronounced in a w ar that is beir^g fought far 
from the homeland than lf the battles were being 
waged on our own soil. And the longer the war con­ 
tinues, the louder the screams from the coyotes of 
defeatism that a halt be called. 


t N every war we ever have had, and probably In 
L every war th at any nation ever has had, the same 
cowardly pack is found cringing far behind the 
fighting men and clamoring for peace, though it 
m ight even be peace without honor. Luckily for the 
United States, we always have had men of strong 
hearts and abiding faith in high places to deny the 
pleas of the poltroons. W e have no fear that our 
present leaders ever will give heed to them. 
But It is something to be guarded against. This is 
going.to be a long war, perhaps longer than any of 
our chieftains anticipate. It may last. anywhere from 
three to IO years. It m ust last until the enemy is 
defeated. In that period, the people of the United 
States will be divested of a thousand and one things 
they have come to accept as necessities and without 
which they will he handicapped and uncomfortable. 
The whole easy way of American life will change 
and privation and downright hardship may be our 
portion. Great sorrow probably will visit thousands 
of ouf homes through the grimly terse announce­ 
m ents from the war and navy departm ent of death 
in action. It is in the darkest hours that the cowards 
will murmur.

Though in the in­ 
terim the people of all the cities of our coasts may 
be sleeping in bomb shelters, you m ust regard as 
a defeatist scoundrel any man who suggests we 
should turn back and you m ight also casually spit 
in his eye.

HIS is war. W ar to the knife and the knife to the 
hilt. W e would be ungrateful to the memory of 
the men who lie buried in shallow graves on the 
Bataan peninsula and in Java and who rest in Davy 
Jones’ locker fathoms deep, did we pause to listen 
to pacifist wailing until the weight of our vengeance 
has been felt In every quarter where an enemy has 
Vatsed his head, and especially until th e assassin, 
Japan, has been reduced to ruin. 
But as time goes on, you will hear those white- 
livered rascals ju st the same, unless a certain form 
of human nature has suddenly changed. We do not 
think it has. You will hear them whispering their 
treachery in various guises, yet always to the same 
point. W hat a pity there is no law to cover them— 
imprisonment, banishment, or even a good punch In 
the nose.

Four Seen Opposed 
W hile no vote was recorded at 
least four of the five members of 
the board expressed the opinion 
th at it is “not within the powers” 
of a governmental agency such as 
a school board, to enter into a 
bargaining contract with any or­ 
ganisation.

was 
taken by President Raymond Buz­ 
zard and Members W alter Ash- 
baugh, H arry Altman and Richard 
Sant, while Member Roy Thomp­ 
son favored! the Janitors. 
The board will meet again next 
Monday night to consider its re­ 
ply to the janitors. It may be 
th at the board’s suggestion for 
an individual contract with each

T h e board and the union agreed 
on several of the demands in the 
proposed contract, except where 
finances entered into the settle­ 
ment.

The propose^ contract con­ 
tained 16 sections covering wage 
m atters and. working conditions. 
Closed Shop Opposed

said he “could see nothing wrong 
with the request”.

ENVER—War-conscious Americans are turning 
to w inter gardening for two purposes: to pro­ 
vide vitamin-filled garden XreNh vegetables and a 
hobby that affords relaxing exercise to wash away 
anxieties. 
Indoor or cold fram e gardening is of two types. 
One provides greens for winter tables. The other 
gives vegetables an early start so they may be 
transplanted out-of-doors, when danger of frost is 
past, to produce early sum mer garden vegetables. 
The Farm Security Administration w inter gar­ 
den plans for both city and country dwellers rec­ 
ommend for their nutritional value and adaptabil­ 
ity to indoor planting, lettuce, beets and radishes. 
T he combination gives four vegetables, for the tops 
from fresh, young beet plants make highly palatable 
greens. 
Parsley can be grown around the edges of the 
garden. It is high in vitamin B l, has wide use in 
garnishes and for flavor. 
Tomatoes and cucumbers also may be added but 
are more difficult and the person with limited ex­ 
perience in growing these two crops under artifi­ 
cial conditions needs to proceed cautiously. They 
are sensitive to tem perature changes and wide 
variations will cause their blossoms to drop. 
Other plants adaptable to indoor growing are 
endive and m ustard, which m ature quickly and 
m ake good "greens”. Spinach also is good but it 
takes more space. 
Crops not recommended for winter gardens are 
carrots, cauliflower, celery, corn 
and cabbage.

Points To $401,650 Estimate 
The resolution points out that 
the 
school 
board’s 
budget 
for 
1942, which was filed last summer 
with the budget commission, esti­ 
mated 
the 
needs 
of 
the 
local 
schools at $401,650. 
The 6.5-mlll 
levy, which the commission has 
fixed 
for the local 
schools, 
to­ 
gether 
with 
school 
foundation 
funds 
and 
other 
revenues 
will 
bring 
in 
$358,654, 
just 
$42,996 
short of the estimate. 
The board of education has re­ 
fused to approve the 6.5-mill levy 
set aside for the local schools, 
pending settlement of the m an­ 
damus action. 
The state supreme court 
two 
weeks ago upheld the state board 
of tax appeals in its ruling in 
favor of the budget commission’s 
refusal to increase the tax rate 
for the schools In last year’s tax 
collection. The supreme court held 
that the board of education was 
“moot” in thai the tax rate had 
been 
fixed, taxes collected 
and 
distributed. 
The 
resolution 
contends 
that 
the schools are entitled to a tax 
rate of 7.236 mills, by th© terras 
of Section 5625-23, the foundation 
school law, which provides that 
they shall receive two-thirds of 
the average levy for current ex­ 
penses and debt service allotted 
within the 15-mi!! limitation "dur­ 
ing the last five years said 15- 
mill limitation was in effect”.

ARMCO EMPLOYE 
PLAN RULED VOID 


Wagner Measure Declared 


Retroactive In Decision 


By The Associated Preen. 
CINCINNATI, March 3—A part 
of one of American industry’s old­ 
est end best known plans of em­ 
ploye representation was struck 
down Monday by the United States 
circuit court of appeals as It en­ 
forced a labor board order against 
tile Zanesville plant of the Ameri­ 
can Rolling; Mill Co, 
The court backed up, with modi­ 
fications. the board's finding that 
the “Zanesville Armco plan of em­ 
ploye 
representation” 
was 
com­ 
pany-dominated in violation of the 
Wagner act, even though the plan, 
instituted in 1923, antedated pass­ 
age of the act. The plan was or­ 
dered disestablished. 
Kentucky Plant Involved 
The board has issued a similar 
order against Armco's Ashland, 
Ky., division. The company also 
has a plant at Butler, Pa., and its 
center of operations is in Middle­ 
town, O. 
“If a collective agreement was in 
existence at the time the act be­ 
came effective and the perform­ 
ance of such contract had a ten­ 
dency to interfere with the free­ 
dom of choice of the employes or 
with the free bargaining process. 
such a contract would be terminat­ 
ed by the provisions of the act,” 
said the opinion, written by Judge 
Elwood Hamilton. 
Ham ilton d y e * Opinion 
Although the company contend­ 
ed that the Armco plan was simply 
a plan and not an organization, 
Judge Hamilton wrote: 
"It is a fair inference that, but 
for the financial support of the 
employer in meeting expenses of 
the organization, It rapidly would 
disintegrate. Usually, favors claim 
their reward and the respondent 
has shown a beneficent attitude 
toward the plan, both in Its crea­ 
tion and execution. Such a situa­ 
tion is not conducive to independ­ 
ent action.” 
C. H. Murray, assistant to Arm­ 
co's President Charles R* Hook, 
declined comment In Middletown 
until a copy of the decision could 
be studied. He said company attor­ 
neys would determine "what future 
action will be taken.”

Chilblain found to be blood ves­ 
sel disease. 
IT sometime® Lakes the medical 
profession a long time to (get 
around to the scientific investiga­ 
tion of humble and common con­ 
ditions. For instance, despite tile 
fact that millions of people have 
them, I do not believe anyone has 
ever investigated canker sores in 
the mouth scientifically. Only late­ 
ly have we got around to finding 
oat the cause and nature of the 
humble fever blister.

Practically all the articles on the 
subject have appeared In journals 
of dermatology. A recent investi­ 
gation, however, indicates that chil­ 
blain really belongs in the depart­ 
ment of the heart specialist, at 
least that department which has to 
do with what is called peripheral 
vascular disease. 
Peripheral Vascular Dlaeaae 
The peripheral vascular diseases, 
such as Buerger’s disease, produce 
changes in the extremities, particu­ 
larly the toes and fingers due to 
the fact. that the small blood ves­ 
sels going to the parts become 
closed up with some inflammation 
and spasm due to cold or emotion. 
Those who are familiar with 
chilblains recognize that the skin 
becomes discolored, livid, marbled, 
mottled, painful in varying degrees 
of severity. It has now been shown 
that by examining the skin and 
tissue 
underneath 
the 
chilblain 
area, the blood vessels show an in­ 
flammatory reaction which is very 
much like that in peripheral vascu­ 
lar disease. 
We have known for a long time 
that cold is a potent factor in caus­ 
ing spasm and eventually inflam­ 
mation of the coats of the blood 
vessels In peripheral vascular dis­ 
ease, and certainly cold is the larg­ 
est factor in producing chilblain. 
Chilblain 
'Chilblain may be described as a 
painful area in the skin of the 
extremities (including the ears and 
the tip of the nose) presenting 
signs of obvious changes in the 
circulation, 
shown 
by 
mottling, 
purpling, etc. It is characterized 
also by: 
1.—The sudden appearance of the 
skin changes at the first approach 
of cold weather. 
2.—Spontaneous 
cure 
In 
the 
spriug. 
3.—The chance that the condition 
may occur regularly for several 
years. 
4.—The fact that there Is little 
or no tendency of the disease to 
spread to other parts of the body 
except the peripheries. 
6.—Itching may or may not be 
present. 
6.—The intensity of symptoms of 
the affected area varies with the 
temperature of the room and the 
elevation of the affected part. 
7.—The condition is not associ­ 
ated with any other disease. 
With the knowledge of the na­ 
ture of the disease, new methods 
of treatment may be expected to 
be followed by better results. Al­ 
ready the use of mechplyl, which 
is used in treatment of peripheral 
vascular disease, has befell started 
on certain cases of chilblain with 
apparently very good results. 
The advice always given to chil­ 
blain sufferers is to remain in a 
warm climate if possible and thus 
minimize the severity of the con­ 
dition.

To the casual observer the only 
noticeable change in men's mitts 
will be lh© absence of trouser 
cuffs, WPB said.

a buy lug rush for “Victory Suits” 
which would defeat tho conserva­ 
tion alms of the order. 
Suit coat lengths will be three- 
fourths of en inch shorter than 
the average now worn and top­ 
coats and overcoat# will be two to 
four Inches shorter—which “con­ 
tinuers the style trend already un­ 
der way,” WPB added. 
Merchant tailors and “tallors-to-
